Through the enthusiasm and 
persistency of a host of good and 
well-meaning friends 1 have been 
placed in a peculiar positiou. It is 
due the deaf of the country that some 
statement come from me, showing 
just where I stand. I trust that 
what I may have to say will show to 
the fair minded and thinking deaf — 
those who understand and appreciate 
anything of the rights and privileges 
of a candidate for office — that certain 
individuals have been premature in 
their statements concerning my 
supposed candidacy. 

As early as October, 1909, the sug- 
gestion was made to me that I allow 
my name to go before the deaf as a 
candidate for president of the 
National Association of the Deaf. 
I declined with thanks. On several 
occasions since the same suggestion 
was made, each time by a different 
person. Finally, early in April, 
Mr. J. H. O'Leary introduced a 
resolution at a meeting of the Spo- 
kane Association of the Deaf, favor- 
ing the Spear Plan for the re-organ- 
ization of the N. A. D. , and endors- 
ing me for the presidency. The 
resolution passed, and it caused a 
commotion throughout the country. 
The same gentleman formally no- 
minated me for the office a few days 
later, aud this ' ' added fuel to the 
flames." And well it might. Every 
one knew that Mr. 0. Hanson had 
been nominated months before by 
Mr. A. R. Spear. It was known also 
that I was the president of the 
Washington State Association of 
the Deaf, which had endorsed Mr. 
Hanson at its Vancouver convention, 
and I was also an accredited delegate 
to the N. A. D. convention in 1910. 
Thus was presented the anomaly of 
a delegate to the National conven- 
tion being put into the race against 
the man who had been endorsed by 
the association of which the 
legate was president. It placed 
in an awkward position, to say 
least. 

The demands that 1 stay in 
race became more and more 
sistent. There was a strong senti- 
ment throughout the couutry favor 
ing the Spear plan. Mr. Hanson 
refused to accept this plan, and 
made the blunder of publishing a 
" platform" of his own — a platform 
characterized by the leading deaf as 
weak and vacillating. The ad- 
herents of the Spear plan knew my 
position and wanted me to run for 
the office on the principles embodied 
in the latter plan. Before I had 
even had time to consider the matter 
in all its aspects the Seattle candi- 
date began writing letters to certain 
parties denouncing me as dishonest, 
and using a string of uncomplimen- 
i:uv statements. Some ol these let- 
ters were placed at my disjxjsal to 
use if I so desired. 

Naturally my friends resented such 
personal attacks on me, to say no- 
thing of the way I felt myself. These 
attacks were made by a man whom 
the deaf of the country supposed had 
"cool, deliberate judgment, 
penetrating thought, and would l>e 
fair and square with every one." I 
was in no sense a Candidate ; my no- 
mination by Mr. O'l.caiy l )a d UOt 
ided, and until that was 
done I felt under 110 obligation to 
declare mvself. Three or four 
friends were ready to second my 
nomination, and then I could either 
decline 01 accept. They, how 
preferred to await action bv Mr. 
inasmuch as he was deeply 
concerned in the success of the admir- 
able plan he had evolved aud which 
has been declared the best by num- 
bers, of the leading deaf of the United 
Mv nomination would have 
been seconded a month ago had it 
not been for a certain telegram from 
le to Mr. Spear, asking him to 
with hold all action until he received 
tain letter. This letter, how- 
ever, did not reach him within a 
Liable length of time. He had

1 have considered the matter from 
all possible points of view, and have 
consulted with numbers of intluen- 
tial deaf by letter and in person. 1 
'i the Spear plan in every parti- 
culai and have the fullest coufuL 
that if the National Association 
adopts it at its Colorado Springs > 
ventiou next August, the action will 
mean a tor the association — 

■ period of growth, prosperity and 
usefulness that it has never before 



known. I believe that the National 
Association should have a business 
administration of its affairs and 
should attain a commanding influ- 
ence in affairs affecting the welfare 
of the deaf. This can only be ac- 
complished by placing at the head 
of the association a man who is in 
full accord with the platform that 
breathes a spirit of progress an 
vancement, and who has sufficient 
faith in the masses of the deaf to 
feel that they will back him in 
undertakings that must of necessity 
be carried out. 

As a preliminary step toward the 
acceptance of the nomination for 
president of the N. A. D., I have 
placed my resignation as president 
of the Washington State Association 
aud as delegate from this State to the 
National convention with the Board 
of Directors, and have received the 
assurance it will be accepted. This 
leaves me free to act as I choose to 
accept the nomination for president 
of the National Associaton upon the 
Spear plaiu, and hereby declare my 
candidacy.

Houses of Glass 



" Within ten years people, in this 
country will be building houses of 
glass, which will excel in sanitary 
appoinlements, beauty and dura- 
bility, ar.d also low cost of main- 
tenance, any type of structure of 
the present lime. In other woids, 
the American people within ten 
years will be living in glass bouses. 
They will thenceforth be unable to 
throw stones. 

This was the interesting declara 
tion made recently by Roger S. 
Pease, one ol I he oldest glassmakers 
in Hie United Slates, a man who has 
taken an active part in all the im- 
provements that have set the glass 
world face to face with new 
conditions and placed it in line for 
the greatest development in its long 
history. By glass houses Mr. Pease 
said he meant just what he said. 
Foundations of concrete, which are 
no» recognised as standard, the 

walls of wired glass, and the floors 
of tile, covered with a light sheet- 
ing of wood. Such a building will 

practically indeslructibl. 
be made of any set of colors de- 
sired, and requites no painting, no 
papering inside, will be sound* 
proof moisture proof and fire- 
proof, 

Mr Pease has planned a house 
that will be composed of el,.,. ss IUU \ 
is going to have it finished in some 
color that will make it attractive, 
and such colors will be permanent. 

The moment this idea is started, 
Mi. Pease declared, the public will 
be quick to see the value of the 
material. Its cheapness and 
liability aie understood. Glass, he 
said, is the must honest and easily 
understood material in the world. 
Il is not myateiiOQS and people will 

not hatre to employ experts to see 
that the quality is right. The glass 

for the walls of houses need not t.o 

transparent, but dense, like slate or 

stone It will, however, be hard 
and durable. The roofs can be of 
the same character of glasi 
withstands heat and cold alike, and 
whatever patents may interfere 
with the cheapness of the material 
now are so nearly expired that it 
will be but a short time before these 
will be eliminated as a cost fac- 
tor — Fulton <

The 4Jsllau«let Memorial. 

It is proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-MutcH. The present Church 
is sJtQsted on 148th Street, just west 
of Amstsrdssi Avenue, and is built 
Home twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the it reel, to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a faoade 
to the church ediiiceaud be a center 
Of religious nwl SOOis] life amongst 
the Hilcnt people*. Dr. Gallandet 
hoped (luring his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his naire has always 
been associated. Tliin was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most titling memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf-mutes. 

The new buildiug will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along (he street front and twenty- 
live feet in depth. It will be three 
HtorieH in height, with a basement, 
and will be used for the social, re- 
ligious aud industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. Th* 
amount required for " The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about 930,000, and the building 
itHelf, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
Nile nt peoples. They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
